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| I T Ifories were not always owing to thoſe that gain'd them 3 
| nor were the Conquerors Arms always guided by their 
Heads. There are certain great Events which are nei 
ther the Effect of Chance, nor the meer Reſult of Valour ; but 
whoſe Succeſs is entirely owing to the ſuperior Genius, clear 
Underſtanding, Penetration, and profound Knowledge in the 
Art of Governing, of thoſe Great Men, who even whilſt they 
are Living, may be call'd IMMORTAL MEN, hecaufe 
| *tis impoſſible their Glory ſhould not laſt to the end of the 
World. All that 1 advance here will be found in the Buſineſs 
of Toulon. Thoſe who were beſt acquainted with the poſture 
France was then in, had no reaſon to think, that the Defence of 
that Place, tho never fo important for the State, could be under- 
taken, againſt a Torrent of Enemies of all the moſt Warlike 
Nations, with which Provence was upon the point of being over- 
run; Toulon being at the ſame time, to be Beſieged by Sea, by 
Two of the moſt powerful Nations on that Element. However, 
all thoſe Forces, either by Land or Sea, ought not to have caus'd 
the greateſt Apprehenſion of the loſs of that Place : For when 
Valour alone has decided the Matter, and no Fatality has had a 
ſhare in it, the French never feared the ſuperiority of the Ene- 
mies they had to contend with; and for the moſt part have 
triumph'd over them. But to defend a Place againſt a Multitude 
of Enemies, it is neceſſary, at leaſt, that it ſhould be in a po- 
ſture of Defence, which Toulon was not, on the Land- ſide. Nor 
is it matter of Wonder, fince there was no neceſlity of regard= 
ing all that concern'd that Place from the beginning of the laſt 
War, during which YOUR MAJESTY had Troops in 
moſt Places of Jcaly, great part of which belong'd to King 
Philip V. Therefore an infinite number of -Years' had been re- 
quired, according to the common Rules of War, to retake all 
theſe Places one after another, had it not been for one of thoſe 
extraordinary Events, of which few Ages afford Examples; 
and which almoſt without Fighting, draw after them the loſs of 
entire Dominions : So that theſe Events, which are very rare, 
being never foreſeen, it is not natural to prevent the Misfortunes 
they may occaſion. _ : 5 N

Thus Toulon not being in a Poſture of Defence, and the Ene- 
my having began to put themſelves in Motion, in order to en- 
ter Provence; It was high time to conſider what Courſe was to 
be taken: And Prudence ſeem'd to. ſuggeſt the withdraw ing 
all that was in the Magazines of that Town, which was ſuffici- 
ent compleatly to fit out wholeFleets,and the getting together of 
which in the ſame Quantities, muſt have required a great deal of 
Time, and immenſe Sams. Altho' this Counſel appear'd no leſs 
Wholeſom than Wiſe, in the preſent Condition a Affairs, yet 
the ſame being deſperate, YOUR MAJESTY, SIR, Mu- 
ſter'd all your own: Knowledge and Penetration, and ſpending 
whole Days and Nights in contriving Ways and Means to pre- 
ferve a Place whoſe Loſs would have been attended with very 
rejudicial Conſequences for the State, You order'd Accounts to 
bo laid before you of the true Condition Provence was in; and 
altho Jou knew it already, becauſe nothing that concerns your 
Dominions efcapes your Knowledge, you were willing to know 
what the moſt underſtanding Perſons thought about the preſent. 
Exigency. After having maturely confider'd all the Miſchiefs, 
your Majeſty beſtowed his whole Application in finding out 
Means to reſtore all things to the ſame Condition they ſhould 
have been in,' in order to give the Enemy a fair Reception,, 
whilſt, according to your Orders, Troops ſhould march on all 
ſides to the Relief of Toulon: And, indeed, SIR, one may ad- 
venture to ſay, that that important Place was fafe, as ſoon as 
YOUR MAJESTY tocxk the Reſolution to defend it; and: 
that ſince you did not cauſe its Magazines to be emptied, you 
were perſwaded, that if the Orders you gave were executed, 
the Allies would never become Maſters of it. This Reſolution 
gave new Spirit to all the Provenſals, who determin'd rather to 
Periſh, then not defend themſelves to the laſt Extremity. 
It is plain, SIR, by all this, that what I advanc'd in the be- 
ginning of this Epiſtle is true; and that whatever Expedition 
YOUR MAJESTY'S Troops uſed to reach Toulon, before 
the Confederate Army; that whatever Conduct and Valour the 
Generals, and whatever Intrepidity all your Troops have 
ſhewn, Jet the Preſervation of Toulon is ſtill entirely owing to 
YOUR MAJESTY; ſince you alone took the Reſolution 
to defend it, and alone contrived the Means to render thoſe Pro- 
jets fuccelsful which you had form'd for that Piirpoſe. YOUR 
MAJESTY had hardly communicated your Wilt to the Mi- 
niſters entruſted with the Execution of your Orders, but they 
diſcharg'd the ſame with ſuch Care, Diligence and Activity, 
that all ſeem d to fly to the Relief of that Place. The Fortifi-

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This, SIR, in few Days, was the Reſult of YOUR MAIE- 


STY'S Orders, who not being fatisfy'd to ſee your Projects ſo 
well Executed; as to have reaſon to hope a good Succeſs, reſolv'd 
ſtill to compleat what you had ſo happily begun, and to ſtrike 
the Mortal Blow in the Heart of your Enemies, by the Appre- 
henſion you gave them, and the Hopes of which you: depriv'd 
them of ſucceeding in their Enterprize, by nn my Lord 
Duke of Burgundy, accompanied by my Lord Duke of Bern, to 

om the Moment the Enemy were inform'd; of it, they bent all 
their Thoughts upon their Retreat; That Y OUR MAIESTV 
did thereby compleat the Work, whoſe Beginning had been ſo 
Proſperous: And that as you had fav'd Toulon, by taking the 
Reſolution to Defend it, and by rendring, by all the things you 
Projected, Jmpoſſibilities Poſſible, if I may uſe the Expreſſion, ſo

That the French, who had not been able to avoid Liſting them- 


felves in their Troops, abandon'd them, and over-ran all Pro-

Men were kill'd by the numerous Artillery, Musket-ſhot, and in 
all the cloſe Engagements, but thoſe ho died of Sickneſs made up 
ſtill the greater Number, the Reaſon whereof is evident.

periſt'd before Toulon, not only Lerida would not have been 
taken, but the Allies would have found themſelves in a condition 
to retake part of what they loſt by the Battle of Almanxa. In 
mort, the Buſineſs of Toulon, which has done Spain ſo much 
Good, and a great deal alſo to France, (ſince her numerous Ene- 
mies have ff in that Campaign abundance of Men to no pur- 
puſet) has not only been advantageous to the two Crowns, for, 
tue Reaſons before-mention'd, but has likewiſe occaſion d the 
Loſs England has ſuſtain d of Admiral Shovel, with Eight or Nine 
Hundred Men, many Officers, and ſeveral Volunteers that pe- 
riſhid with them. Now as all theſe Loſſes are advantageous to 
the two Crowns, and may accelerate the Peace, all Europe, SIR, 

will be indebted to your Majeſty, for the Good that ſhall refulr 
from it; fince, if you had not found out the Means to ſurmount 
the Difficulties that might have hinder d Your Majeſty from un- 
dertaking the Defence of Toulon, Frunce and Spain would not 
find themſelves iu the condition they are in at preſent.
